DOG TRAIN ROUTE. 


For the information of those desirous of 
making a winter start for the Yekon by 
dog train it may be mentioned thata dog 
sleigh route exists from Athabasca Landing 
| to the Wabiscaw lakes, and thence to Fort 
Vermillion on the Lower Peace river. 
Thence {to Fort Laird on the Liard river. 
Distance to Wabiscaw lakes trom the Land- 
ing, 100 miles. Wabiscaw lakes to Trout 
lakes, 50 miles. Trout lakes to Vermillion, 
175 miles. Fort Vermillion to Hay river, 
90 miles. Hay river to Fort Liard, 135 
miles. Total 525 miles. This should be 
made in 20 days’ good travelling at 30 miles 
‘a day. 


AT PEEL RIVER. 


Mrs. E. St. Jean, of Ft. Saskatche- 
wan, whose husband left for the 
Yukon by the Mackenzie route with 
B. Pilon and four others in July,. is 

said to have received  informa- 
tion that her husband and party and 
fifteen others, or twenty in all, had 
| reached a point on Peel river, 40 miles 
above its junction with the Mackenzie, 
and about 25 miles above Fort Mac- 
| pherson. They would cache their 
supplies there in charge of four of the 
party, and the others “would push cn 
to prospect and explore. She was in- 
formed that the Segers-Hardisty party, 
the How ey- ‘Stephens party, the Pilon 
party, of which her husband was a 
; member, and five other persons had 
secured the use of the Reman Catholic 
mission steamer on the MacKenzie 
(not the Hudson’s Bay steamer as 
first reported) to go down the Mac- 
kenzie. The mission desired to winter 
their steamer in Peel river and the 
pilot wished to come out to the Land- 
ing. Capt. Segers agreed to take the 
boat down to Pecl river and haul it 
out for being allowed the use of it 
down. This accounted for their reach- 
ing Peel river sosoon. The BULLETIN 
has not yet been able to verify the re- 
port, but if true it certainly is very 
satisfactory.

THREE TRAINS A WEEK. 
The first train of the new tri-week- 
ly service on the C. & E. arrived from 


— 


Calgary on Tuesday evenirg at 7 
o'clock. Until further notice a mixed 
passenger and freight train will leave 
Calgary every Tuesday at 8 a.m. 
reaching Edmonton at ~ p. m. It 
willleave Edmonton every Wednes- 
day at 8 a.m. and reach Calgary at 
7 p. m. This train will not carry 
mails, gpd is subject to cancellation 
without notice, not being placed upon 
the time table. At the same time it 
will be a great convenience to parties 
having business along the C. & E. 
line. 

Coming north on Tuesday morning 
they can do business at Olds, or Innis- 
fail and possibly Red Deer and get 
back to Calgary the same day. Go- 
ing south on Tuesday they can reach 
Wetaskiwin or Lacombe and possibly 
Red Deer in time to transact business 
and return to Edmonton the same 
day. 

By leaving Edmonton on Tuesday a 


stop over of a day can be made at any 
point along the line and the journey 


ccntinued on Wednesday. Or by 
leaving Edmonton on Wednesday a 
stop over of a day can be made at any 
point and returnon Thursday. Leav- 
ing Calgary on Monday a stop over of 
a day can be made at any point and 
the journey continued to Edmonton 
on Tuesday, or a lie over of a day 
only mace at Edmonton. 

There is no doubt that the third 
train will very greatly facilitate the 
transaction of business along the line, 
which could not be done as matters 
were owing to the long lie over be- 
tween trains. It is a great pity that 
the company has not seen fit to put 
this extra train on their time table, as 
people living at a distance—business 
men, prospectors and tourists—would 
be enabled to make their calculations 
for a trip to Edmonton fromit. Now 
although the expense, if any, is incur- 
red by the company, the public not 
knowing the facts are not in a posi- 
tion to avail themselves of it. And the 
company will lose on the passenger 
traffic in consequence. This train 
service is particularly important in 
view of the development of Yukon- 
bound travel for the winter. No 
doubt many men will take a run up 
to Edmonton befere spring to see 
how the land lies. And a knowledge 
of a regular tri-weekly service would 
materially aid the travel. 

It does not appear to the BULLETIN 
that the reasons given by Supt. Whyte 
for not making the third train a 
regular, carrying mail and putting it 
on the time table, are valid. There 
is traffic in sight for three trains a 
week at least from Nov. Ist to May 
Ist. Why not schedule the three 
trains for that period, subject to dis- 
continuance then if the traffic did not 
warrant. That would give the three 
train service a fair trial and would 
not prejudice the company or the dis- 
trict if it were found necessary after- 
wards to withdraw the third train. 
It seems too bad that there should be 
three trains and the full benefit not 
be derived, merely on account of a 
sentimental possibility which practi- 
cally could be avoided in the way 
suggested. 


Toronto Telegram: “Canada is 
blamed for all the misfortunes of the 
Grand Trunk railway, when as a 
matter of fact, iis worst troubles have 
been caused by the insane desire of 
its English management to make the 
Grand Trunk an American rather 
than a Canadian road.” The Tele- 
gram adds that the yearly losses of 
the Grand Trunk on its Chicago 
branch have been $750,000 and on 
the Grand Haven branch $150,000, 
a total annual loss of rearly a million 
dollars on the United States connec- 
tions of the Grand Trunk. The re- 
cord of the C. P. R. is the same. 
Vast losses on United States branches 
which have to be made up out of 
Canadian traffic. In other words 
Canadian producers are paying for 
the cheap transportation which United 


. States producers get—and still people 
_ wonder why Canada, with its vast 


railway mileage, does not go ahead 
faster.

Exporter, Montreal, October 19: 
Since the season opened there have 
been over one hundred train loads ot 
cattle transhipped from the west for 
export via Montreal. The one hun- 
dred and second train is now on the 
way east of Fort William. Estimat- 
ing twenty cars to a train and twenty 
head of cattle to a car, whichis a good 
safe estimate from a railway point of 
view, there have been, together with 
those now on the road, about 41,000 
in round numbers shipped from Mon- 
treal during the season. 


THE Regina Standard seems to be 
laying itself out to antagonize the 
new Northwest government. It com- 
plains that the speeches made by the 
new ministers in their bye-elections 
contain no announcement of anything 
new. The Standard’s chief objection 
seems to be to the plan of equal 
division of public works money 
amongst the several constituencies.

Tus Seattle Post Intelligencer is 
out with a Klondike edition of eight 
pages dated October 13th. It is a 
daisy in the amount of information 
given, in its nature and in its arrange- 
ment. Of course the Edmonten routes 
do not figure in its columns. This 
edition of the Post Intelligencer shows 
that the coast people do not propose 
to lose the lead they now have, and 
that a vigorous advertising campaign 
is to be carried on all winter, having 
for its object the booming of Seattle 
as an outfitting point. The BULLETIN 
will do its share towards keeping the 
Edmonton routes before the public, 
but those who will receive the bulk of 
the direct benefit will have to do 
their share in supporting the BuLLE-

“ HERALDING.” 


The Calgary Herald has had another 
bad attack. The BuLLetin has made 
“ A slap at Calgary,” and the valliant 
and veracious Herald rushes to the de- 
fence of the beleagured city. If Cal- 
gary were in danger from the attacks 
of the BULLETIN it would indeed be in 
bad case if it had to depend on either 
the loyalty or intelligence of the 
Herald as a defender. The Herald’s 
complaint is that the BULLETIN gave 
the figures at which a party of Chicago 
men, whose names were given, stated 
they had bought flour and bacon for 
at Edmonton. The item also stated 
the figures which the party said were 
quoted to them for the same articles 
it. Chicago and Calgary. The Herald 
does not question the correctness of 
the Chicago and Calgary quotations 
given, but denies that the Edmonton 
prices are correct. Had the Herald 
been able to show an error in the Cal- 
gary prices published in the BULLETIN 
this paper would have been only too 
glad to make correction. But when 
the Herald undertakes to say that in 
a certain specific case occurring in 
Edmonton certain prices were not 
stated correctly and backs the assertion 
up by a column of abusive language 
applied to the BULLETIN and to its 
editor personally, it must be evident 
to its patrons amongst the business 
people of Calgary, if not to itself, that 
it is in very deep water. The BULLE- 
TIN has not at any time attempted, 
editorially or otherwise to we, 
the business interests of Calgary. On 
the contrary it has done everything in 
its power to place the advantages of 
the eastern route to the Yukon before 
the world, well knowing that Calgary 
was bound, in spite of the Herald, to 
reap substantial advantages from the 
opening up of that route. Indeed the 
BuLietin has been at pains to point 
out how the value of the overland 
route very largely depended on the 
abundant supply of cheap pack ponies 
procurable in Southern Alberta, giv- 
ing the approximate number available 
on the Indian reserves and the price.

ALASKA GOLD. 


A new and rich gold find has been 
made on Minook Creek, Alaska. This 
creek is about 1,000 miles up the river 
from St. Michael’s, about 100 above the 
mouth of the great Tananah tributary 
of the Yukon. at a point called the 
Ramparts, about 200 miles below Fort 
Yukon and 300 below Circle City. 
The new town is called Rampart City. 
The creeks in the vicinity are Little 
Minook, Hunter, Hoosier, Alder and 
others. 122 ounces were taken out of 
one hole as the result of 27 days work. 
During the season of ’96 $1,900 was 
taken from one claim. The gold of 
this district is heavier, darker in color, 
and worth more per ounce than the 
Klondike gold. Rampart City was 
three months old on Oct. 1st, and had 
a population of 400.

INTERIOR B. C. ROUTE. 


Wm. Humphrey, who managed a 
party for the British Columbia govern- 
ment in cutting out a cattle trail from 
Ashcroft to Dease lake, writes the 
Victoria Times that he does not con- 
sider a practicable pack trail exists 
from Ashcroft to Telegraph creek, on 
the Stickeen, although he says cattle 
could be driven. By starting from 
Ashcroft as early in the season as pos- 
sible he thinks they might reach Tele- 
graph creek about August Ist. By his 
estimate the distances are: Ashcroft to 
Quesneli2, 220 miles; Quesnelle to 
Hazelton, 350 miles; Hazelton to 
Telegraph creek, 400 miles ; Telegraph 
creek to Teslin lake, 125 miles, total 
1,095.

ANOTHER [KLONDIKE. 
A Tacoma despatch of Oct. 16th, 


contains the following of interest to 
Edmonton people. 


John Spurgeon and Rebert Hen- 
nig, of Cincinnati, bring news that 
they have discovered another Klon- 
dike on the east side of the mountains 
about opposite the Klondike region. 

In two months this summer they 
say they took out $10,000 each, start- 
ing out then because provisions were 
running low. They spent two years 
in that country, finding more or less 
gold, until last winter, when an In- 
cian told them of an old river bottom 
where gold was plentiful. They went 
there in June and found the Indian’s 
story true. 

Goid was found from the surface 
down and six feet below the surface 
nuggets were plentiful. They gathered 
over fifty pounds each of dust and 
nuggets before starting out. The 
locality is described as north of the 
Peace river country, where a few 
miners have been taking out gold for 
years. The men do not describe it 
more accurately, because, they say, 
they wish to avoid the payment of 20 
per cent. royalty which the Canadian 
government is imposing on gold mined 
in the Northwest Territory. 

They came out at Habaska Ray 
(probably meant for Athabasca Land- 
ing) over trails used by the Hudson 
Bay Company. 

Hennig is an old acquaintance of 
Mayor Faweett, who is so fully con- 
vinced of the truth of his story that 
he to-day announced his intention of 
resigning in February, and accompany- 
ing Hennig to the new Klondike. 
Fawcett’s term expires in April. 

Hennig has gone to Cincinnati 
and his partner to California. They 
will start back in February, using dogs 
after leaving the railway at Edmonton, 
Habaska (no doubt meant for Atha- 
basca) province. Hennig told Faw- 
cett that there was gold enough for 
hundreds in the section where he got 
his,
